This letter confirms the agreement between your client, John C. Johnson, and the Office of 
the United States Attorney for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also referred to as "the 
Government 11 or "this Office"). If your client accepts the terms and conditions oithis offer, please 
have your client execute this document in the space provided below. Upon recent of the executed 
document, this letter will become the plea agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows:

John C. Johnson's Obligations, Acknowledgments and Waivers :

1. Your client, John C. Johnson, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea 
Four of the Indictment: Unlawful Maintenance of a Premise to Manufacture, 
Use a Controlled Substance, namely cocaine base, also known as crack, in vio 
United States Code, Section 856(a)(2). Your client understands that by admitting 
a plea of guilty to Count Four that he may be imprisoned for not more than twenty 
a term of supervised release after imprisonment for not more than three years, and 
of not more than $500,000, pursuant to 21 U.S.C. Section 856(b) and 18U.S.C. 
and 3583. In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessment of $100

2. Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the criminal 
charges stated above that, pursuant to Section 1B1.3 of the Sentencing Guidelines, your client is 
accountable for 58.24 grams of cocaine base, also known as crack, which quant ties represent the 
total amount involved in your client's relevant criminal conduct, including amounts for which your 
client made a premise available to manufacture, store, distribute, or use. 

3 . Your client understands that at sentencing the Government will take the position that your 
client possessed a Makrov .9 mm semi-automatic pistol bearing serial number .049092, a Lorcin 
.380 caliber semi-automatic pistol bearing serial number 538113, thirty-five (35) rounds of .380 
caliber ammunition, and thirty-five (35) rounds of .9 mm ammunition. Your client further 
understands that if the Court finds that your client possessed such dangerous weapon(s) in 
connection with the offense to which he is pleading guilty, your client may not rec sive the four-level 
decrease in base offense level under Section 2D1. 8(a)(2), any other beneit under Section 
2D 1 .8(a)(2), or the two-level decrease under Sections 2D 1 . 1(7) and 5 CI .2. The G overnment agrees 
that it will not seek an upward departure from the otherwise applicable guideline range established 
by the Sentencing Guidelines. Your client understands and acknowledges that the terms of this 
paragraph apply only to conduct that occurred prior to the execution of this agreer lent. Should your 
client commit any conduct after the date of this agreement that would form the basis for an increase 
in your client's base offense level or justify an upward departure (examples of wh ch include but are 
not limited to, obstruction of justice, failure to appear for a court proceeding, crim nal conduct while 
pending sentencing, and false statements to law enforcement agents, the probatioA officer or Court), 
the Government is free under this agreement to seek an increase in the base offeise level based on 
that post-agreement conduct. 



4. In addition, your client agrees to waive your client's interest in and 
administrative forfeiture of the Makrov .9 mm semi-automatic pistol bearing seria 
a Lorcin .380 caliber semi-automatic pistol bearing serial number 5 3 8 1 1 3 , the thirjy 
of .380 caliber ammunition, and the thirty-five (35) rounds of .9 mm ammuni 
agrees and acknowledges that the Government reserves its right to bring a 
necessary, in any jurisdiction for the forfeiture of any of your client's assets, re; 
are subject to forfeiture pursuant to any federal statute. 



5. In entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the right 
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against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleading guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury, or by a judge sitting without a jury; the right to 
be assisted by an attorney at trial; and the right to confront and cross-examine witnesses. Your client 
further agrees that the District Judge should make any Sentencing Guidelines de 



emanations. 



6. Your client understands that the sentence in this case will be imposed iji accordance with 
18 U.S.C. Sections 3553(a) and 3553(c) through (f), upon consideration of the United States 
Sentencing Commission's Guidelines Manual . Your client further understands that the sentence to 
be imposed is a matter solely within the discretion of the Court. Your client acknowledges that the 
Court is not obligated to follow any recommendation of the Government at the time of sentencing. 

7. Your client understands that this Office reserves its full right of allocution for purposes 
of sentencing in this matter. In particular, the United States reserves its right to recommend a 
specific period of incarceration and fine up to the maximum sentence of inca ceration and fine 
allowable by law. In addition, if in this plea agreement the Government has agreed to recommend 
or refrain from recommending to the Court a particular resolution of any sentencing issue, the 
Government reserves its right to full allocution in any post-sentence litigation in c rder to defend the 
Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client further understands tha; the Government 
retains its full right of allocution in connection with any post-sentence motion which may be filed 
in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau of Prisons. In addition, your client 
acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not intend to file any downward 
departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing Guidelines, 18 U.S.C. Section 
3553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure motion in this case pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the 
Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

8. Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be al owed to move to 
withdraw the guilty plea entered under this agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreemen 

The Government's Obligations. Acknowledgm ents and Waivers: 

9. This Office will request that the Court dismiss the remaining counts o f the Indictment in 
this case at the time of sentencing. Your client agrees and acknowledges, however, that the charges 
to be dismissed were based in fact. 

10. The Government agrees that the base offense level for the crime to which your client 
is pleading guilty should be decreased by three levels based upon your client's acceptance of 
responsibility and will file a motion with the Court, pursuant to Section 3E1 . 1 , brovided that your 
client cooperates and is truthful and candid during the pre-sentence investigation, and does not 
attempt to obstruct justice, deceive, withhold, or otherwise mislead any law enforcement agent, the 
Court, the Probation Office or the Government concerning any issue relevant ti the imposition of 
sentence. Your client reserves the right to seek a four-level decrease in the base offense level 
pursuant to Section 2D1 .8(a)(2) and a two-level decrease pursuant to Section 2D 1 . 1 (7). Your client 
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agrees not to seek any decreases in your client's base offense level other than 
paragraph. Your client further agrees not to seek a downward departure for 
otherwise applicable guideline range established by the Sentencing Guidelir 
understands and acknowledges that the position of the Government with respect to 
offense level, like any other recommendation made by the United States Attorney's 
of sentencing, is not binding on the Probation Office or the Court, neither of which 
agreement. Your client understands and acknowledges that the failure of the Couit 
client in accordance with the terms of this paragraph shall not be grounds for your 
his plea of guilty in this case.
